THE LA SALLE STREET TUNNEL JOB. 

The ordinance granting the use of the La 
Salle street tunnel to the Notth Side com- 
pany provides (1) that the city shall release 
all control over the direction of expendi- 
tures for keeping the tunnel fit for use; (2) 
that all such expenses (paving only excepted) 
shall be charged up to the city and deducted 
by the company from the $20,000 annual 
rental; (3) that the company shall use the 
present site for the engines and boilers of the 
electric-light plant free of charge; and (4) 
that the tunnel shall be practically insured to 
the company against accidents for the next 
twenty years. When closely scrutinized it 
will be seen that the claim of exacting a 
rental is only an empty pretense, and the 
city has in fact abandoned control of the 
tunnel and transferred it to the company 
without the prospect of any remuneration 
whatever. 

As the expenses of maintaining the tunnel

are, to be deducted from the rental the com- 


pany will have every inducement to intro- 
duce the most costly contrivances for light- 
ing and ventilating, and in this manner can 
easily use up the entire $20,000. Indeed, 
Mr. Yerkes is already on record with a pre- 
diction that the ordinary annual expenses will 
amount to over $19,000. June 14 he ap- 
peared before the Railroad Committee of the 
Council and made the following statement, as 


taken down in shorthand at the time: 


The tunnel, as it is, is not fit for teams. I will, 
if I get it, * to te it with stone at a cost 
of $17,276. I will whiten the walls—paint them 
—at a cost of $1,000. 1 will put in an electric- 
light plant, with are lights ( one there now is 
no good), at a cost of 800. The lamps shall be 
every fifty feet and also light up the footwa 
and make the whole as bright as daylight. I will 
also putin fans, seventy-two inches measure- 
ment, such as are used to ventilate mines. These 
will cost $206 each. The eames engine and 
boilers will cost $8,500 more. Altogether the 
cost will be about $27,000. The tunnel would be 


made attractive. When all that is done, instead 


of being offensive the tunnel will prove a benefit 
to the city. The company will promise to main- 
tain and keep itin order. The electric plant will 
cost $7,300 to keep up; the engineers and coal 
will cost $4,745, and to the tunnel 8.000.

So that according to the figures Mr. Yerkes | 


submitted less than three weeks ago the city 
will be entitled only to a rental of a trifle 
over $700 per annum; but as he made no 
mention of pumping apparatus he could 
hardly succeed in making the tunnel at- 
tractive without consuming the entire 820, 
000 allowed him by the municipality. It is 
clear beyond question that under this ordi- 
nance the city will-receive no return what- 
ever for the use of the tunnel, but in effect it 
furnishes Mr. Yerkes an- appropriation of 
$20,000 per annum and still remains liable 
for all expenses beyond that amount. 

The ordinance provides indeed that noth- 


ing therein contained shall be construed as 


imposing any obligation er duty on the City 
of Chicago concerning the repair or mainte- 
nance of said tunnel,” Dut the obligation in 
question already rested on the municipality, 
and is not avoided by granting the use of the 
tunnel to the North Side company. The 
Council in fact declares that the tunnel is 
still to remain a public highway, and it can- 
not shirk the duty of keeping it in repair. 
It a leak should be sprung or any accident 
occur which would necessitate an expenditure 
over and above the $20,000 the city could not 
avoid the responsibility. The municipality 
simply grants the use of the tunnel to the 
company and allows ita fund to meet the 
ordinary expenses, but still remains liable 
for all extraordinary expenditures that may 
become necessary in the future. : 

The ordinance is against the city and in 
favor of the company on every point, and 
smacks strongly of boodle and jobbery. Cor- 
ruption in the Council, and that only, will 
explain why the boodle Aldermen have 
granted a practical monopoly of the tunnel | 
without requiring compensation, while hold- 
ing the city virtually in the position of an in- 
surer against ordinary and extraordinary ex- 
penges and accidents. It is a shameful bar- 
gain. 


II DUTY OF THE MAYOR. 

In the municipal history of Chicago there 
can be found no parallel for the course pur- 
sued by the majority in the Common Council 
Tuesday night in reference to the La Salle 
street tunnel scheme. The boodle Aldermen 


| acted in utter disregard of the public interest 


and in violation of every rule of fair dealing. 
They did the work appointed for them with- 
out a grimace. There was no flinching and 
no faltering when Hull, Hildreth, Colvin, 
or Cullerton called upon the twenty-one 
boodlers to vote. They rejected every amend- 
ment offered in the interests of the city. They 
as readily adopted the Hull amendment to 
the report of the Committee on Railroads. 
The amended ordinance is clearly more in 
the interest of the company than either the 
majority or minority report of, the Railroad 
Committee. The adoption of the majority 


report would compel the corporation to ex- 


‘pend from $150,000 to $200,000 in buliding a 
bridge at Clark street. By the adoption of 
Hull’s amendment the company escapes the 
payment of any money whatsoever, Not 
only that, but, as we have shown in another | 


article on this page, the city is compelled to 


pay them for lighting, ventilating, and paint- 
ing the underground roadway of which they 
will have complete control. That money has 
been used to secure the passage of

THE CONFIRMING POWER OF THE SENATE. 

It is a. mistake to suppose that the sur- 
render by the Senate, proposed by the Ed- 
munds bill, of the right of concurrence in 
Presidential appointments would in any way 
tend to elevate the character of the civil 
service. The theory that the Chief Execu- 
tive should have the sole power of the ap- 
pointment of all his subordinates would not 
prove its apparent logic in practice. All 
Presidents have made serious mistakes in 
their selections, and it is not unfair to as- 
sume that all Presidents will. This evil, 
though perhaps slight at first sight, is con- 
siderable, and one which should be guaraed 
against. The President’s facilities for in- 
forming himself as to the fitness of candi- 
dates are not always equal to those of the 
Senate. Again, consciohsness of the fact 
that the nominee for office would not have 
to run the gantiet of Senatorial inquiry 
would in all probability result in a laxity 
of attention as to his entire fitness, 
and that would in the end degrade rather 
than advance the service. Under such a sys- 
tem the President would be rendered utterly 
helpless against political pressure. As it 
now is he may consider that he has done his 
duty if he nominates a person on the appar- 
ently fait representation of political friends, 
even if such person be rejected by the Sen- 
ate. Black sheep are sure to steal into the 
public service. To keep their number at a 
minimum a review of the President’s nomi- 
nations by the Senate was wisely provided 
by the Constitution. We should remember 


that but for the Senate Attorney-General | 


Landaulet Williams would have been made 
Chief Justice of the United States, and that 
the Senate was almost able to exclude Stan- 
ley Matthews, a bargain appointment, from 
the Supreme Bench, There are hosts of 
other unfit persons whom the Senate has re- 
jected, among them sixteen nominees of Mr. 
Cleveland—some of them notoriously unfit 
to hold office—in spite of the power of 
Presidential patronage over Senators.”

ENGLISH ELECTIONS. 


Why They Come Along After Such a Scat- 
tering Fashion—Their Peculiar Ways of 
Doing Business. . 

CHIcaGo, July 6.—{Editor of The Tribune.] 
—You will do a great favor to a goodly num- 
ber of your readeis if you can give us à little 
insight as to the manner of holding the elec- 
tions in Great Britain, as they seem scattering 
as an old-fashioned blunderbus. I have lived 
over 65 years, Dut have never ſelt much inter- 
If [am not 
mistaken in my impressions, it seems a man 
not a resident of a district can be chosen to 
represent that district. Are we right? Or 
does a candidate have to be a resident of the 
district for which be stands, or in which he 
can be elected? The whole election machinery 
seems to be very different from our own: 

MANY READERS. 

(The scattering character of- the returns is 
due to the fact that the law permits the Sher- 
Is and other election officers a wide latitude 
as to the date of nomination and polling. . The 
writs or orders for holding the elecuons are is- 
sued at the same time from the Hanaper Of- 
fice in London, They are received the same 
day in some of the districts near London, the 
followmg day in most of England and Soutb- 
ern Scotland. It takes two days to reach some 
remote districts in Northern Scotiiind and in 
Ireland. Notice of nominations for borough or 
urban districts must be given three days after 
the receipt of the writs. Notice must be given 
in counties within five days of receipt. When 
there is no contest a nomination is equivalent 
to an election and is so officially declared. 
When there is a contest a poll is demanded, 
and the poliing must be held in boroughs witb- 


in three days of the nomination, in contests with-— 


la eight days of the nomination, and three days 
must intervene between the nomination ana 
the polling in the rurii districts. To illustrate: 
The Mayor of Liverpool rece:ved the writ for 
bolding the elections Monday, June 28. 
He named Wednesda, June 30, for the nomi- 
nation. Three candidates unopposed were 
deciared elected that day. Six candidates op- 
posed were polled for Friday and the rgsuit 
declared Friday evening. The Mayor of Shef- 
field dia not receive his writs probably until 
Tuesday, June 290. He gave notice of nomina- 
tions for Friday, and the polilings took place 
Monday or Tuesday; as he thought fit. In the 


counties the Sheriffs are tne returning officers. 


In the bome counties near London the Sheriffs 
received their writs, some Monday, some Tues- 
day. Nominations accordingly came off first 
Friday, three clear days’ notice being required. 
In other places where che writs were late in 
reaching the Sheriff nominations could not 
take place before Wednesday of this week, and 
they willrun along the entre week at the 
option of the Sheriff. Thus, in Kent and Mid- 
diesex the nominauons began Saturday, many 
of the pollings took place Wednesduy (toree 
clear days after the nomination), and some 
will occur today and tomorrow and every day 
within eight days of Saturday. In North Scot- 
land the write did pot reach probabiy until 
last Saturday, the nominations could not begin 
untii Thursday, and the poilings may occur 
any day between Tuesday of next week and 
Saturday week, as the Sheriffs may think prop- 
er. This accounts for the scattering. Again, 
it is optional with the Sheriff to count the vote 
the day of the polling or to wait till the fol- 
lowing day. He usually does the latter. 

Any subject of the Queen can be elected 
to Parliament from any district of Great 
Britain ana Ireland. A resident of Canada 
or Australia is eligible for a seat in Tip- 
perary, Argylishire, or Middlesex, or any 
Other district of the United Kmgdom. There 
bas been an instance of the election of a 
resident of New York for a seat in Ireland 
while be was living in New York with his fam- 
ily. And be may bave been a citizen of the 
United States, as far as the British Govern- 
mentcared. His taking the oath of allegiance 
asamemberof Parliament made him again 
the sutject of Queen Victoria. The man re- 
ferred to is T. P. Gill, M. P. for South Louth, 
elected last December while he was editing a 
magazine in New York. It is the rule that 
non-residents are selected for representatives 
of districts. Take the case of Mr. Gladstone 
residing in Waies, elected in Scotland.]

ARGUMENTS NOW BEING HEARD IN 
THE STOREY WILL CASE. 


The Will of 1881, Refused for Probate by 
Judge Knickerbocker but Upheld by 
Judge Rogers, in the Appellate Court— 
Taken under Advisement by the Judges 
After the Speeches Are Made-—A Case 
of Money Lost in Board of Trade Deal- 


ings. 

The Judges of the Appellate Court were en- 
gaged yesterday inhearing the arguments in 
the Storey will case. This wasa suit, it will 
be remembered, first brought in the Probate 
Court to establish the will of 1881” of the 
late W. F. Storey. ‘The Probate Court re 
fused to probate it, but Judge Rogers 
held it valid after a long trial, 


and the case was then appealed to the. 


Appellate Court. Mr. Goudy opened on be- 
halt of the appellant, A. L. Storey. He 
claimed the evidence of the subscribing wit- 
nesses tended to show there were fraud, com- 
pulsion, and improper practices used in pro- 
curing the execution of the will, and that 
Storey’s mind was weakened, but the court 
refused to allow other witnesses to prove 
such fact. The presumptions in fa- 
vor of the will were overthrowa 
by the testimony of the three subscribing wit- 
nesses. Storey previously had a_ paralytic 
stroke; he bad been sbown to bave embarked, 
shortly before making his will, ia visionary 
schemes, and this amply overtnrew the pre- 
sumption in favor of the will. The chief wit- 
nesses in favor of Storey’s sanity were nine 
persons who had seen bim casually, and their 
testimony amounted to little. Mr. Goudy also 
read some of the “Little Squaw” letters to 
show Storey’s mental condition, and they pro- 
duced not a little amusement among the sage 
trio hearing the case. 

On the part of the appellees Judge Trumbull 
contended that there was enough to show that 
though the subscribing witnesses to the will 
testified that Mr. Storey was not of sound 
mind and memory when he signed bis will, yet 
there was enough in their testimony to show 
that that opin.on was not based on facts 
but rather on prejudice and self-interest. One 
was the manager of the Times, another a law- 
yer in tne interest of the heirs, and the third a 
writer. They made a combination conspiring 
together to keep control of the paper. The 
authorities held that the evidence of such men 
who would subscribe to an instrument attest- 
ing that the testetor was of sound mind, mem- 
ory, and understanding, and then under oath 
repudiate their own attestation, did not ocoupy 
a position that would justif, a court in giving 
any weight to their mere opinions. The legal 
presumption was that a will properly executed 
and attested was valid. The testimony of the 
attesting witnesses was not conclusive, but 
could be overthrown the same as auy Other 
testimony. The only question was whether 
Judge Rogers bad so decided against the 
the Appellate. Court 


Arguments were also made by J. P. Altgeld 
and H. S. Robbins on the purely legal points, 
and the case was then closed by Mr. Goudy, 
and taken under ad visemen: by the court. 


A Commission Firm Gets Thrown Out. f 
The Appellate Court yesterday filed an opin- 
jon in the case of William Young & Co. against 
Samuel Conan. This was a suit to recover 
$15,000 alleged to be due on deals on the Board 


of Trade, and the plaintiffs recovered a judg- 
ment. The Appeilate Court, bowe er, re- 
versed it DLecause the court below refused to 


give an instruction that if the parties intend- 
ed only to deal 


in options, even if 
their contracts appeared to be for the 
purchase or sale of grain, such 
transactions were gambling contracts and 
void. There was a question whether the m- 
tention on the part of the parties to deal ina 
series of gambling transactions was not estab- 
lished by implication. The intention of the 
defendant and his brokers to speculate merely 
in differences, although such intention may 
not huve been evidenced by a formal or ex- 
press contract, if carried out by a series of 
pretended dealings entered into for the pur- 
pose of effectuating such uniawfu! intention, 
was a violation of the express provisions of the 
statute, and could give no right of action as 
between them. The refusal to give ano in- 
struction to that effect was error, and the 
judgment would be reversed. 


Items. 

William Telschow began a suit yesterday 
against John Thomlinson of No. 243 East 
Eighteenth street to recover $2,000 for 
alleged assault and battery. Plain- 
tif charges that Thomlinson pounded 
bim and tnen had him taken 
to the police-station, where be was fined $50 
and sent to the bridewell. While at the latter 
place his luxuriant beard, ‘* twenty-three 
inches in length, which he prized and valued 
very biguly,““ was cut off under the inexorable 
rules of the institution. After four days’ in- 
carceration Telschow was pardoned out by the 
Mayor and now sues Tuomlinson for $2,000 in- 
juries to bis beard and teelings.

A GOOD DEAL OF A 9 UT, 


Forty-six Men Examined in the Criminal 
Court Yesterday, but no Jury Materiai Is 
Found Among Them All. 

In the Anarchists’ trial yesterday not another 
juror was secured. Forty-six men were ex- 
amined, and thirty-six were excused for cause, 
six on peremptory challenges by the detense, 
and four on peremptories by the State. The 
defense has exhausted ninety-three of its per- 
emptory challenges and the State thirty-two: 
The total number of jurors examined since 
the beginning of the trial is 663. 

A. W. Beecher, a printer, knew Parsons ana 
Officer Degan, the policeman who was killed at 
the haymarket massacre. At the time of the 
riot he was on the Federal jury. Judge Gary 
ruled that Beecher was not exempt from jury 
duty in the Criminai Court on account of hav- 
ing been a member of a petit jury within a year 
in the United States Court, and Mr. Foster pre- 
sented him to the State’s-Attorney. He was 
rejected afterward by Foster on a peremptory 
challenge. The State’s Attorney presented B. 
L. Ames, but the defense rejected him because 
he said he was prejudiced against Anarcbists. 
Mr. Grinnell protested aga ust the nature of 
the questions by the defense on the ground 
that Anarch.sem@ was made to cut too big a 
figure in the case. The cause at bar was a 
murder case, not the trial of Anarchists as 
such.

Judge Gary announced that his brother-in- 
law, C. Higgins, was on the panel of jurors, and 
by consent Mr. Higgins was excused.

ST. LUUIS ANARCHISTS GO FREE. 


Judge Noonan Throws Their Case Out of 
Court, Holding that Their Vaporings Were 
of No Consequence. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., July 7.—A motion to dismiss 
the case of the Anarchists charged with un- 
lawful assembiy and indorsing the action of 
their Chicago brethren during the haymarket 
riot was argued this afternoon in the Court 
of Criminal Correction, Judge Noonan sus- 
tained the motion to dismiss, holding that 
there was nothing to show that the alleged 
uniawful resolutions as offered were adopted. 
The pleadings were deemed unsound and the 
method of presenting the pleadings impractic- 
able. The resolutions were only offered and 
not adopted, and the sentiments expressed 
therein were merely opinions, and every one 
was entitied to bis opinion in this country. 
This Government was strong enough at. any 
rate, and there was no use in iuspiring timid- 
ity by paym attention to the vaporimgs of a 
few men who entertain peculiar views on 
social and political questions. It was time 
enough to prosecute, ruled the court, when 
the Anarchists were gullty of some overt act.

period earlier than the very commencement, 


of Roman history. It contains the chapel 
which Manfred built for his own resting place, 
and which, after the battle of Benevento, 
Charles presented to one of his followers, and 
at once adorned and desecrated with the lilies 
of Anjou. The miraculous picture of the Holy 
Virgin, te chief boast of the sanctuary, was 
presented by Catharine of Valois; it probably 
came from the East, and possesses a consider- 
able archmological, thougn no great artistic, 
interest. In a word, itis a piace that repays 
inspection better than many that are more 
frequently visited. It is not on this, however, 
that its celebrity depends; nor is it for this 
reason that we cali attention to it today. 
The yearly pilgrimage to Monte Vergine is 
perhaps the most characteristic, as it is cer- 
tainly the most peculiar, of ali the festivals of 
Naples and the districts which immediately 
surround it. A number of supersti- 
tions are cunnected with the piigrimage, says 
the Saturday Review. Most of the devote 
bring their own. provisions with them, and 1 
clouds gather round the mountain-tops and 
rain tureatens itis generally believed that 
some one bas brought meat up the sacred bill. 
The crowd is infuriated. Haversacks bave to 


be opened and pockets turned inside out, and 


ifeven the remnants of a musty sausage are 
found upon any one, be 1s placed in an un- 
enviable position. Nay, so far does this feel- 
ine with respect to the sanctity of the 


mountain go that girls carefully wash all the 


pomatum out of their hair at Mereogliauo be- 
fore attempting the ascent. Strange tales are 
told round the fleid-firesof maidens who, hav- 
ing neglected to do so, have been struck by 
lightning before they could reach the holy 
place. There is generally a touch of : humor- 
ous incredulity in the way in which such 
stories are related, and yet a half-belief in 
them still survives. Olive and other vegetable 
Oils are harmless. 

Other and more pleasing traditions surround 
the place at this time. The mountain and ail 
the uncuitivated eouatry near are covered with 
broom, which is usually in blosom at the time 
of che festival. If the wheels of a car or car- 
riage by chance cutoff one of the sprays it is a 
certain omen that any marriageabie gir) who 
is seated in it will and a husband within the 
year. 
of evil augury. Again, if lovers are separated 
by the prudence of their parents or 
any other unkind trick of fate, they en- 
deavor to meet each other amid the crowd 
which is constantly ascending or descending 
the mountain side, and then they steal away 
from the rest, and tie the branches of two dif- 
ferent broom-plantstogther. This is regarded 
as a kind of vow; if the difficulties are over- 
come and they are united in the course of the 
year, it is their duty to return on the next fes-

FRENUH WEDDING FETES. 


Two Days Spent in Public Promenading and 
in Feasting. 

A notable feature of French life is the wed- 
Ging procession in the open air. When the 
French plunge into -matrimony they show no 
shyness over it? On the contrury, they take the 
plunge in the most ostentatious fashion. They 
wish all the world to stand by and admire their 
heroism, and, lest tae world should not take 
any trouble in the matter, they sally forth from 
the church or Mairie dressed in hymeneal 
garb, and spend the best part of two days 
promenading in public and attracting all the 
attention they can to themseives. This cus- 
tom is general among the masses of the people. 
Among the bigher classes it is neediess to say 
that there is no wedding procession outside 
of the church, unless it be the procession of 
carriages. * 

Those who wish to see one of these cortéges 
des noces will have no difficulty in doing so if 
they are in Paris at this season, which, above 
all others, is the one in which mankind is prove 
tomarry. They have only to spend an afternoon 
at St. Cloud, Clamart, Mendon, or any of the 
suburban retreats, and they will be sure to see 
at least one noce, and they may see halt a 
dozen. A sudden clatter of tongues tells me 
that one is coming. A procession of twenty, 
thirty. or fifty people, walking two and two, 1s 
passing near, beaded by a young woman 
dressed in white, with a wreath of orange- 
flowers on her head, and a young man in a 
**clawbammer’’ coat, with a great deal of shirt 
showing, a white necktie, a tall hat, 
and with his hands incased in white 
gloves. A bouquet in the buttonhole com- 
pletes the invariable costume of the bride- 
groom. Those who foliow are relatives and in- 
timate friends. Among them may often be seen 
an old coupie—the man in a hat of the by- 
gone chimney-pot pattern and the woman in a 
great white cap—an elaborate work of art in 
the way of starching and ironing. They are 
the parents of the bride or bridegroom; and 
sometimes there are two such couples. If 
there is one serious face in the whole party it 
is that of the pride. She feels that tne eyes of 
the world are quizzically fixed upon her, and 
that everybody is saying O, la belle mariée!’’ 
or something less pleasant. As a rule. how- 
ever, her face, like «the bridegroom's, is 
radiant with satisfaction, and ber sbrill 
laughter pierces the air when her ears catch 
the latest joke from the low comedian of the 


party —and it is sure to include one, When wit 


is wanting buffoonery supphes its place. 
While the noce is promenading—foliowing the 
bride and bridegroom as sheep follow their 
leader—a feast is bemg prepared at a neighbor- 


{ng restaurant, which displays along its front 


the words Salons pour noces et festins.“ At 
about 6 o’clock the procession enters the res- 
taurant, and the rest of the evening is spent in 
feasting, dancing, and uproarious merriment. 
This program, witbout the marriage ceremony, 
as repeated the next day at some other place. 
Aut it is the rule then for the bride not to 
promenade in white, but in black suk.— Furt

PARISIAN CHIT-CHAT. | 
— DUMAS FIL’ PLAY OF 
“LE DEMI MONDE.” 


The Class of. Society Which It Portrayed— 
Where the Auther Found His Charac- 
ters— The Clever Speculation of a Bogus 
Baron—Mile, Silly’s Singular Dispute 
with. a Portrait-Painter—A. Pseudo 
Mother. ; 
Paris Letter to New York Graphic; During 
my first visit to the French Capital,.as long 
ago as May, 1855, the current theatrical attrac- 
tion was Le Demi Monde, oy Dumas file. I 
went to see it, and remember being charmed 
by the grace of the actors and the beauty and 


talent of the actresses, notably of Mme. Rose 


Chere, long since dead. “Le Demi Monde 
was a very clever and very faithful portrayal 
of a certain class of society in Paris, which, 
while not what is vuigariy called “first chop. 
bas all the outward appearance of being equal 
tg the best. I cannot better explain my mean- 
ing than by quoting the inimitabie compari- 
gon Of the author in the play itself. * You 
go to a fruiterer's, explains Olivier de 
Jalin, a lawyer who has been escorting 
a young friend into tais unknown 
“half world,.“ “and ask to look at 
bis peaches. Heshows you a basket at 10 
francs—the best in the shop. Your eye wan- 
ders round and you notice a second basket 
filled with apparently equally fine fruit. Out 
of Idle curiosity you ask the price, and are sur- 
prised to learn that itis only 7 francs. You 
ask the cause of this differenve in the value of 
the two baskets, and the shopman, pour toute 
response, goes to the second basket, takes out 


n peach, and on the under side, before invisi- 


bie, you note a tiny spot where decay has al- 
ready commenced.’’ 80 it was in the aewmi- 
monde portrayed by Dumas. To all outward 
appearance the men and women whe moved in 
it-all came out of the 10-franc basket, but were 
in reality only T-trane peaches. When you 
came to know them and their antecedents you 
discovered moral defects that were at first in- 
visible. 

I have referred to ‘the subject because the 
recent death of atypical Parisian, the Comte 
de Briges, has recalicd to the celebrated author 
of the comedy that it was in company with 
this nobleman that be first penetrated the 
saions of the nalf- world. He had met a 
cettain Mme. de R. one evening at an opera 
ball, and she bad invited him to ber receptions. 
She was wellknown in Paris and lived sepa- 
rated from ber husband. On going to keep the 
appointment Dumas met Comte de Briges, 
whose steps were turned in the same direc- 
tion. “Keep your eyes open, was the 
Comte’s advice, and you'll see some queer kind 
of. people.“ Indeed, all the women at the re- 
ception were either separated from their hus- 
Dias Or had been guilty of some, though per- 
haps not irreparable, faux pas. There was a 
great deal of style, however, and not the s/ight- 
est impropriety was observabie. It was in this 
Salon that Dumas tound many of the charac- 
ters that subsequentiy figured in bis plays, 
such as Mme. de Saintes and Baronne d’ Ange. 
‘The Comte himself, the author deciares, was 
reproduced in Gaston de Rieux in the ** Dame 
aux Camelias,”” at Maximilien in Diane de 


Lys,“ and as the Oliver de Jalin above referred 


to in Le Demi-Monde.” 

Among the other women habitués of Mme. 
de R.’s salon was a certain Mme, de V., who 
did not hve with ber husband, who gave him- 
self the title ot Baron.“ He owed his fort- 
une to a clever speculation. It seems that 
French gloves were subject toa very heavy 
duty in Bngland. M. de V. conceived the 
brilliant idea of sending a package of 500,000 
gioves, all made for the left hand, to a ceriaia 
point, where they were left lying, no one ap- 
pearing to claim them and pay the duties, 
After the tapse of the. legal period they were 
advertised and sold for considerably less than 
the amount of the duties levied onthem. Of 
course M. de V. was the purchaser. This littie 
transaction well over, he dispatehed the cor- 
responding package of right-hand gloves 
to a different port, which, in the course 
of time, shared a similar fate. Result, a 
fortune for the enterprismg De V., and 4 
profound impression on his part that he owed 
it to himself to assume the title of Baron. 
When the revolution of 1848 occurred,’’ says 
Dumas fils, M. de V. andI met one evening 
in the same salon. He was deploring the 
course of events. France is about plunging 
into the abyss,’ he moaned, ‘and we shall be 
driven into exile like our fatnerse——’" kes, 1 
replied, like our fathers, the gloves!’ ” 

Poor Comte de Briges, who was the pet of 
the demi monde of that day and was contem- 
porary with the Darus, the Lafittes, and the 

ges who founded the Paris Jockey Club, 
had outiived his time and was buried the other 
morning with much pomp, but even bis family 
did not troubie themselves to attend the 
funeral. A few artists and boulevardiers were 
on hand, but the mourning coaches were 
empty. 

I presume your readers cannot bave yet for 
gotten the joyous period in the career of the 
Grand Oper ouse in your city when the late 
James Fisk Jr. devoted a portion of his valu- 
able time to giving French opera bouffe and 
cultivating the acquaintance (through the 
medium of a tonsorial artist, it is said, who 
acted as interpreter) uf those Queens of the 
Gallic stage, Mmes. Montaland and Billir. It 
was the time when the railway impresario 
used to ask his friends to come over and see 
Les Brigands, with the full value given to 
the final **s.”” I met these former friends of 
the Erie magnate ata hotel in Havre in 1879, 
where they were playing an engagement, and 
am again reminded of their existence by the 
lewal dispute that Silly has recently had with 
Jules Garnier, the artist. She had made an 
arrangement with him to paint ber 
portrait, and had naturally herself chosen 
the costume which she wished to wear on. 
the occasion. When the picture was completed 
Mme. Silly refused to accept it on the ground 
that it presented to the gaze of the indifferen;: 
observer more of her sacred person than she 
cared to reveal to him. Astonished at being 
taken to task for painting the portrait exactly 
as the actress desired him to paint it, the 
artist appealed to the courts for a judicial 
settlement of the matter, and the latter at 
once decided that Mme. Silly must take the 
portrait. Some one bas suggested that if not 
yet satisfied she might obtain a verdict from 
the public by placing the picture on exhibition 
and devoting the eutrance fee to some char 
itable object. 

As i think I have before taken occasion to 
observe, France is pre@minently a land of red 
tape, and any dereliction from the forms and 
usages prescribed by law is seriously punisbed, 
Needless to say that the crime of falsify 
public records is relentiesly dealt with. 
curious attempt of this kind in humble life h 
just come to light.

He procured the 
services of a woman whom be met one day on 
the banks of the canal, and hired ber for five 
francs to accompany bim to Paris and rep- 
resent herself as his mother before a notary. 
It was arranged that the “act of con- 
gent should be drawn up the day fol- 
lowing, and accordingly the woman (whose 
identity has mot yet been discovered by 
the police) appeared the second time, accom- 
panied by two witnesses—the keeper of the 
restaurant where Jeannel took his meals and 
another friend of his—both of whom suppused 
ber to be the young man's mother. She swore 
she was Virginie Pedrou, wife of Nicholas 
Jeannel, and formally gave her consent to the 
marriage of ner son. A fortnight later the 
wedding was celebrated at Ognon, but as will 
readily be imagined the pseudo-mother was 
not one of the guests. The fraud, however, 
was soon discovered and the too amorous 
bridegroom was summoned before the Assise 
Court of the Seine on the charge of falsifying 
the public records.

Her Unique Dinner-Party at Lexington, Ky. 
—An After-Giass of Wine Flavored with 
Hasheesh. 

New York Graphic: Twenty years ago one ot 
the most delightful and fashionable of poot- 
esses was Rosa Vertner Johnston. I use the 


word “ fashionable,“ for in poetry, as in gowns, 


and bonnets, different times, tastes, and seasons 
make different fashions popular and admired. 


Mrs. Rosa Vertner Johnston is still alive, but as 
a Sweet singer is rarely heard nowadays. She 
is a Kentuckian of high birth and blue 
blood. Twenty years ago she was conmdered 
the most beautiful woman in the Southwest. 
She possessed in an eminent degree that rare 
gift that bas no English synonym, but which) 
for want of. a better name we call fascination’ 


or magpetism. She charmed everybody, from 


little children to the most biasé man of the. 
1 recall her more by tradition than

her glorious beauty, and from the tips of that

wine surreptitiously flavored with habheesh. 
What a sensation it would be! What delicious 
dreams! What glorious visions! What epirit- 
ual raptures! What new and thrilling experi- 
ences! Mrs. Johnston consulted au amateur 
chemist, a society man, possessing esthetic 
tastes. The idea pleased bim immensely by ite 
novelty and darme. He volunteered to pro- 
cure the drug from Cincinnati. In due time 
the dinner party came off. There were twen- 
ty guests, the oréme de la créme of Lexington 
society—the brightest beaux esprits of a set 
where all were bright and clever. There were 
beauty, genius, and culture, an all-triumpbant 
trinity: ** fair women and brave men.“ Fair 
est among all was the poet-hostess. 

The cuisine was delicate and perfect, the 
wines were old and rare, the fruits and flowers 
had all the luscious and fragrant beauty of the 
South. From the vine-twined veranda outside 
the dining-room windows came strains of soft 
and tender music. It was a poetic dinner, 
wort of the giver and the guests, But it 
came to an end, and this goodlie, companle 
adjourned to the drawing-room.” Here, as 
they sipped their post-prandia! coffee, came a 
servant bearing -a. massive silver tray filed 
with tiny glasses, so delicate, so lovely, they 
seemed made of frost or dew. They held an 
amber liquid, which the hostess gave her 
guests, as well as a pretty, romantic story of 
its vintage from Mediterranean shores. 

Among tiie guests were two noted pbysi- 
cians; one lady present is now the wife ofa 
most brilliant and dashing ex-Confederate 
General; all were more or less distinguished. 
The thimble-large glasses of this delicious and 
apparently barmless nectar were drank, and 
very soon each individual guest began to expe- 
rience delightful or terrify ing sensations, men- 
tal or physical.

It thrills 
one even now. The effects of the dinner made 
a great sensation in Lexington, and indeed 
throughout Kentucky. There was much in- 
dignation and condemnation, especially from 
those who had not been invited. I think, how- 
ever, that it was the last as well as the first 
„ hasheesh dinner given. 

Mrs. Jobnston married some years ago a 
wealtby gentiemanof Marylana named Jeffries. 
Her first husband, Claude Johnston. was a 
typical Keritucky gentleman, rich, lavish, hos- 
pitable, and handsome. a 


CULINARY TERMS. 


French as She Is Spoke” in Cooking—Gal- 
lic Terms Which Dot Our Menus. 

Aspice—Savory jelly for cold dishes. 

Au gratin—Dishes prepared with sauce and 
crumbs and baked, 

Bouchées—Very tiny patties or cakes; as the 
name indicates, mouthfuls. 

Baba—A peculiar, sweet French yeast-cake. 

Béchamel—A rich, white sauce, made with 
stock. 

Bisque—A white soup made of shell-fish. 

To blanch—To place any article on the fire 
till, it boils, then plunge it in cold water; to 
whiten poultry, vegetables, ete. To remove 
the skin by immersing in boiling water. 

Bouillon—A clear soup, stronger than broth, 
yet not so strong as consommé, which is re- 
duced” soup. 

Braise—Meat cooked in a closely covered 
stew-pan, so that it retains its own flayor, and 
those of the vegetables and flavorings put 
with it. 

Brioche—A very rich, unsweetened French 
cake, made with yeast. 

Cannelon—Stuffed, rolled- up meat. 

Consommé—Clear soup or bouillon boiled 
down till very rich—t. e., consumed. 

Croquettes—A savory mince of fish or fowl, 
made with sauce into shapes, and fried. 

Croustades—Fried forms of bread’ to serve 
minces or other meats upon. 

Eutrée—A small dish, usually served be- 
tween the courses at dinner. 

Fondue—A light preparation of melted 
cheese. 

Fondant—Sugar boiled and beaten to creamy 
paste. 

Hollandaise sauce—A rich sauce, something 
like hot mayonnaise. 

Mateiote—A rich fish-stew, with wine. 

Mayonnaise —A rich salad-dressing.

How Mlle. de Normand Predicted the Fate 
of Napoleon I. and Joachim Murat. 

At the end of the first decade of the present 
century there lived in Paris a man of tremea- 
dous geulus and power who had for ten years 
ruled France with a rod of iron, and who, in 
the year 1810, was virtually master of the Con- 
tinent of Europe. One day this man disguised 
himself in a red wig and beard and a pair of 
biue spectacles—normaliy he was pale, 
Gark-baired, and clean-shaven—and went 
in a hackney-coach to the house of a 
famous professional sibyl called Mile. de 
Normand to have his fortune told. The 


mor ume. Now, at the extremity of the 
Queen of the Adriatic, beyond the Lido, there. 
is a tiny islet called St. He.ena. It was at 
Longwood House, St. Helena, that in the year 
1821 there died a miserable and broken-bearted 
exile—that Napoleon the Great who had been 
und King and the arbiter of Europe. 
He was the man disguised in the red wig and 
beard, with the blue spectacies, who calied on 
Mile. de Normand. It is reiated that the day 
after bis interview with the sorceress he 
laughingly mentioned her enigmatical utter- 
ances to bis brother-in-law, Joachim Murat, 
who in early lite had been postilion to an 
inakeeper in the South of France, and who 
rose to be Grana Duke of Berg and King 
of Naples. To neither of the unperial and 
royal kinosmen did Mile. ae Normand’s 
prediction concerning the end of Venice pre 
sent any kind of purport or significance; but 
Murat observed that he would try his luck and 
consult the wise woman bimseif. He went, 
not in disguise, but in undress uniform, 
and attended by an aide-decamp. Me. 
de Normand received bim with ber usual cool- 
ness and aplomb. “I know who was bere yes- 
terday. she is reported to have said. * He 
came in disguise, and only paid a napoleon; 
you are a king and must pay ten.“ The hon- 
Orarium was duly disbursed. Then quoth 
Mile. de Normand to King Joachim: 
„Win you have the grand jeu“? That will be 
five napoloons extra.“ The enchantress next 
produced a pack of cards of about four times 
the average dimensions, arranged them over 
again in different combinations, and dealt one 
card to Murat. I deal you,” said she, the knave 
of hearts, the Grand Pendu; good morning.”’ 
Now a person to whom the Grand Pendu’”’ is 
dealt is bound to die by the hand of the execu- 
tioner. In 1815 Joachim Murat, dethroned and 
defeated, was sbot to death in Calabria by sen- 
tence of court-martial composed of officers of 
the army which be had bimself commanded. 
Murat, born and brought up in the South of 
France, may bave been naturally superstitious, 
and prope to place credence in the omens of 
white witches. With Napoleon tne case is dif- 
ferent. He was a cold-biooded, cynical, un- 
scrupulous manof the world. He told sys 
tematicaliy so many lies himself that be could 
not reasonably be expected to believe the ‘eo % 
sertion ot others, and, looking at the f 
that be all but professed belief in the doc- 
trines of Mohammedanism when he was in 
, it may almost be assumed that he 
believed in nothing at all beyond himself and 
his destiny to conquer every country which 
he invaded, to steal everything be could lay 
his hands upon, and to shed rivers of buman 
blood. His enemies were never tired of pro- 
claimmg that, although he had, through 
motives of policy, restored the celebration of 
Roman Catholic worship tn France, he was, to 
all intents-and purposes, an stheist. Yet this 
freethinker, this cynic, this stony-bearted 
tyrant and destroyer of mankind was from 
first to last a superstitious man. Mere curios 
ity may have prompted him to assume a dis- 
guise and seek the white witch in Paris; but 
he constantly prociaimed hie belief in his star; 
he was secretly afraid of the legendary fan- 
tom known as the Little Red Man of the Tun 
eries, who, it is said, appeared to him in that 
palace when he was at the hight of his power 
and glory; appeared to bim again in the Krem- 
lin at Moscow the night before the conflagra- 
tion; appeared to him, finally, at Fontaine- 
bleau the night before his abdicabon, woen he 
tried to poison himself. And the prediction of 
the Little Red Man never failed to coincide 
with that of Mile. de Normana. Napoleon the 
Great, Emperor and King, was to die at St. 
Helena. As for the white witch of Paris, who 
amassed a large fortune by the ce ro- 
posed in her by the credulous, she existed to a 
time within the memory of persons still living. 
She went to England about the year 1842, and 
for some weeks transacted most profitavdle 
business in the fortune-telling line io the high- 
est circles of rank and fashion. |

PROPOSED, NATIONAL ANTI-SALOON 
REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 


What Mr. Albert Griffin of Kansas Is La- 
boring to Accomplish—Success He Has 
Met With at the East—The Republicans 
‘of Each State to Deal with the Liquor 
Question as They Think Best—By Pro- 
hibition, High License, or Local Option. 

Mr. Albert Griffin of Kansas arrived in the 

city a day or two ago. He will remain until 

Friday in order to talk witb leadimg Republic- 

ans in regard to a movement which originated 

in Kansas last November and has for its ob- 
ject the guidance ot the Republican party's 
attitade toward the liquor traffic. One of the 
first moves of the organizers of the plan was 
to call a National Anti-Saloon Republican Con- 

‘vention to meet in Chicago. The date was 

originally fixed for some time in May, but ar- 

rangements for it could not be completed. 

Next week the Kansas committee, of which 

Mr. Griffin is Chairman, will meet and fix the 

date of the convention. 

Mr. Griffin is now on his way bome from the 
East, where he visited Washington, New York, 
and ali the New Eugiand States. The object 
of this movement.“ he said yesterday, is not 
to bind the Republican party to iudorse pro- 
hibition or any specific measure in regard to 
the liquor trafic. What we want is to adopt a 
definit policy which shall bave for its object 
the reduction of dram-telling and its accom- 
panying evils to a minimum. That does not 
mean that hibition shall ve adopted as the 
general po 


eed 


of the party. It will leave the 
party in each State to decide what laws are best 
adapted to their particular circumstances, and 
while it might adopt probibinon in some, it 
would adopt a high-license or local-option law 
in others. We recognize the fact that there 
are large numbers of men who are enemies of 
the saloon, but who advocate local-option or 
high-license laws. It is essential to the welfare 
of the temperance cause and the Republican 
party that acommon ground be adopted upon 
„ Which the opponents of the saloon can stand. 
As the thing now stands one set of fellows can 
go to the temperance men and tell them they 
‘will und the Republican party,will give them 
the best while another can go to the 
Mqaor dealers and tell a similar story. For 
this dodging and doubie-faced policy we would 
substitute one of absolute good faith between 
ali elements of the party.“ 
Speaking of the possible effect upon the po- 
litical strength of the Repubiican party if this 


policy should be adopted, Mr. Griffin said that. 


while it would probabviy be a loss of 30,000 
saloonkeepers, it would in the end win back to 
the party all the Independent Probibitionists 
_ who nave left it, as well as the anti-saioon 
elements of other parties. He said he had 
not found much encouragement from te 
managers of the Prohibition party, who would 
und their occupation gone if this plan should 
be successful, but he had no doubt that if 
adopted the rank and file of the temperance 
voters Wo now vote for Probibiuon candi- 
dates would go back into the Republican party 
and leave tteir leaders without any followers. 
“I think something of this kind is absolute- 

ly necessary to save the Republican party.“ 
he continued. “This policy would commit the 
party to the enactment and enforcement of 

. , 00d laws against the saloons. We have 
got to make this stand if we er- 
poet to carry six States for the 
publican ticket at the next National elec- 
tion. Leading Republicans all over the East 
have indorsed the plan as feasible and wise.

THE NORTRWESTERN UNIVERSITY. | 


A Chat with President Cummings—Why 
This Year's Graduating Class Was So 


Small—The Students Not Overworked, 


Though the Course of Study Is Severe— 


The Financial Condition of the University. 
Dr. Cummings, the President of the North- 


western University at Evanston, was called on 
a Gay or two ago and asked how be accounted 


for the smallness of this year’s graduating 


ciass, which numbered only thirteen. He said 
it was merely one of those natural events 
which periodically occur in the history of great 


institutions, and which bad to be accounted 


for in a variety of ways. The smaiiness. of 
their graduating classes generally might be at- 


tributed to two leading causes: First, the rigid 


character of the courses of study; and, seo 
oad, the comparatively large fees. courses 


ot study leading to the corresponding 


degrees 
were as complete and as r as those of 
the best Eastern uviversities, and more rigid, 
be believed, than those of any other similar in- 
stitution in the West. The fees were reason- 


ably low. but the fact that so many institutions | 


were State-supported and free left this univer- 
gity at a disadvantage. Someof the alumni 
might complain of the rigidity of the courses, 
but they would at the same time object to 
have them lowered. | 

The allegation that students had been driven 
insane by the severity of the studies in the 
Northwestern Dr. Cummings regarded as an 
excellent joke. He guessed the foundation for 
the story lay in the fact that a student in the 
preparatory school became possessed of some 
foohsb and absurd ideas about religion. The 
young man was in poor health and was ex- 
tremely eccentric, and the doctor advised him 
to give up study and go bome, and 
finally had to insist on his doing 80. 
He was a very worthy young man, but was un- 
poubtly insane, and since his return bome baa 
been getting worse. The doctor laughed at 
the idea of the young people of this genera- 
tion studymg themselves iuto insanity. The 
hours of work were the same as those of 
similar institutions. The recitations occupied 
fifteen bours a week—three lessons of an hour 
each daily except Saturday. Saturday was a 
complete holiday. Supposing the pupils studied 
two bours’ for each lesson that would be nine 
hours employment for the day, or forty-five 
hours for the week. But the time did not 
average as much as that. 

The students had au abundance of leisure, 
which they give mostly to athietic sports. 
They had base-ball teams, boating clubs, a 
splendid gymnasium, and a variety of other 
sports, such as lawu-tennis, football, eto., be- 
sides their sociabies and festivals. Personally, 
he believed iootball a most ungentiemaniy 
sport, but if the students wanted to kick each 
others’ shins they could do so—and they did so. 
No legitimate sports were objected to; the 
only things he had interfered with and put a 
stop to were hazing and the borse-play games 
sometimes indulged in at testivais attended by 
students of both sexes. If the young women 
attended festivais they would bave to be 
properiy conducted; he would not aliow them 
to practice such tricks as bad sometimes been 
attempted. 

Dr. Cummings beld that in the points of rep- 
utation, of financial power, of the number and 
character of its officers, and in the aggregate 
number of its students the Northwestern Uni- 
versity never stood higher than it does at pres- 
ent. The total number of students for the 
year 1884-'85 was 737; for 1885-86 the total was 
802. Add to this tne increase in the pupils of 
the Garrett Bible Institute and the Swedish 
Theological Seminary, both under control of 
the university, and the total increase was 
about 100 over last year. The property of the 
university was rapidly increasing in value, 
but the income proportionate to this in- 


crease would not become available for some 


years yet. The lot on which the Grand Pacific 
stands is worth at least $600,000 at present— 
some value it at $1,000,000—and brings in but 
$8,000 a year until 1890, when there will be a 
revaluation. The real estate in Evanston at 
the disposition of the university is worth about 
$500,000, but is unimproved and unprofitable 
at present; this wiil undoubtedly bring in a 
large income in the future. A new building, 
to be known as the Scientific Hall, is now bemg 
erected adjacent to the main university build 
ing. It wiil cost about $40,000, and will be a 
donation to the university from an unknown 
friend. 


MANUAL TRAINING. 


An Enthusiastic Letter in Regard to Its 
Progress in the Public Schools of Philadei- 
phia from Superintendent MacAlistér. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 18.—Charles H. 

Ham, Esq.—My Dear Sin: In reply to yours 
of the 14th inst. would say that our Manual- 
Training School has been an unqualified suc 
cess. It has already won the confidence of 
the people to an unusual extent. The exam- 
ination ior admission commenced this morn- 
ing, and there are over 140 boys who have 
come up from the various grammar-scbools of 
the city. The value of the school as affording 
a more complete and symmetrical development 
and traming bas been fully demonstrated. My 
own convictions as to the influence of such 
training upon the mind and character have 
been confirmed to an extent that I hardly ex- 
pected. The boys bave taken a growing inter- 
est in their school-work, and the approval and 
satisfaction of their parents have been such 
as to encourage the Board of Education to go 
forward in enlarging and improving the facili- 
ties for instruction and training. Two 
shops are to be. added durmg vacation, 
the teaching force is to be in- 
creased, the scope and quality of the 
literary instrucaon isto be widened and ele- 
vated, a library of reference is to be provided, 
and aitogether the school will begin operations 
in September with still larger opportunities 
tor doing good work in every department, and 
still brighter prospects as to the usefulness 
and influence of the curriculum, The attend- 
ance will be more than doubled, and it will be 
impossible to receive allwho are seeking ad- 
mission. During the year the school bas been 
visited by teachers and persons interested in 
education from many of the Eastern States 
and Europe, and has invariably impressed them 
favorably. 

I may say that the establishment of the Man- 
ual-Training School in Philadelphia as an in- 
tegral partof the public-school system has 
had a marked influence upon the public mind 
of this section of the country; and I could 
name nearly a dozen places where steps are 
being taken to introduce manual trainmg in 
some form into the regular school work. I 
cannot but feel that the movement is before 
long destined to become universal. Yours 
very truly, Jas.

PATENT RIGHTS. 


SIMPLE INVENTIONS THAT HAVE RE- 
‘SULTED IN LARGE FORTUNES. 


Trials and Vicissitudes of the Average In- 
ventive Genius—Millions Made Out of the 
Bell-Punch, and Barrels Out of the Ball 


with a Rubber String—A Near. Approach 
Where 


‘to a Pictorial Scandal—Cases 
There Have Been Failures. 


Alta California: Everybody is familiar with 
the sanguine genius who invents something. 
and has a dead certainty of a fortune in sight, 
because his patent is just what mankind gen- 
erally has been going crazy for lack of for 
years and years. 

Semehow these dreams do not seem to pan 
out in the cage of one’s friends, and it is only 
an occasional outside unknown stranger that 
realizes the fortune, and usually without in- 
venting anything that there is any cryine need 
for. One specimen of this sort of thing is the 
idle fellow who amused himself by throwing a 
dall to which a rubber string was attached for 
the pleasure of attempting to catch it on the 
elastic returning it to his hand. Some one 
induced bim to patent the tor, it be 
came popular, and bis royalty on the man- 
ufgcture made him a millionaire. His 
patent bas long since expired, and the Congress 
of the United States was too dignified to 
renew it. The man who transferred the ratchet 
lacing from shoes to ladies’ gioves also made 
a barrel, although the idea was not strictly 
original. About the richest patent in the 
worid is the bel/-punch that is in use ou street- 
cars and for similar purposes the world over. 
The proprietor and patentee owns every one 
of these teill-tales that exists in the world. He 
bas never sold a singie one, and his rental 
from them is something incalculabie. Not 
such a very long time since be was in this city, 
and was asked if be wags here on business. 
% no,” he replied, there is not enough 
business here to cause me to come out for that, 
My visit is for pleasure solely.“ At that time 
bis income from the rent of the beil-punch in 
this city amounted to $60 per diem, and it has 
largely increased since. Still he did not 
consider bis business interests here worth 
looking after. In many of the large East- 
ern and European cities his rent amounts 
to $500 per day. In one city, where 
nearly all the street-car system 
controlled by a single company 
President and directors refused to adopt the 
punch, alleging that their emplorés were all 
honest. Finally the President went off on a 
vacation, and by a bribe of $25,000 the inventor 
induced the Superintendent to give the patent 
atrial. In a single quarter the company’s re- 
ceipte increased between $16,000 and $17,000,. 
and the President and directors forgave the 
Superintendent and surrendered uncondition- 
ally to the bell-punch. 

California turns out its share of patents, and 
some of them have proved exceedingly valua- 
ble. Cable-roads bead the list, and the worth 
of the exclusive control of the best systems, 
which have their birth in San Francisco, could 
not be estimated. The Hayes fire truck is also 
considered the best thing of the kind in the 
world. Necessity is the mother of inventon, 
and the best minmg machinery in the world 
originated in the brains of Pacific coast miners. 
The list in this line is a long one, and includes 
hydraulic nozzles of wonderful power, amal 
games, rock crushers, concentrators, etc. A 
good deal of agricultural machinery has also 
been born here, and some of it is considered 
very superior. 

In conversauon with a prominent patent 
agent yesterday an Alta reporter askea, What 
becomes of all the patents? and the agent 
stated that it would take nearly as much time 
to answer that as it would to answer the 
famous question, What becomes of all the 
pins? In proof of the fact that inventive 
genius is growing and becoming more ram- 
pant every day the agent exhibited his library 
ot Patent-Office reports, containing a descrip- 
tion of every patented American invention 
since the institution ot the office. In the year 
1845. the date of the founding of the library, 
the entire patents for the year are contained 
ina volume of barely an inch in thickness. 
For the month of June of 1885 a volume of 
4,600 pages, over a foot thick, is required, and 
up to the 19th of this month the total list of 
American patents numbers 343.976. In the 
bulky volume in question there is the 
nearest approach to a pictorial scandal 
that ever crept into the excitmg read- 
ing matter issued from the Pa- 
tent Bureau at Washington. “A Massa- 
chusetts lady patented a sort of female sus- 
penders, aesigned to support stockings, and 
she sent a model and drawing iu her applica- 
tion for a patent. Te properly exhibit the 
merits of her “galluses’’ she left very few 
clothes on her mode!, which was of sufficiently 
magnificent proportions to .run a dead beat 
with a Venus. The gentlemen of the bureau 
issued the patent, and in the register a hand- 
some cut of the model is presented, very much 
in the attitude of Minnie Palmer in her famous 
„ Wait for me scene, except that Minnie 
wears more drapery and only displays half of 
one leg, while the cut of the suspenders shows 
two full-length ones, and is only saved trom 


arrest for indecent exposure by the extreme 


length of ber corsets. It is very seldom that 
anything like this creeps into the bureau re- 
ports, and nearly every agentin the country 
has taken occasion to write a letter to the 
heads of the department congratulating them 
on throwing a little spice into their reading 
matter. 

Continuing the conversation, the agent said 
that or late the profit of inventions did not 
depend so much on the patent as on the push 
of thé inventor. Every inventor bas an ex- 
aggerated idea of the value of his patent when 
be first gets it, and he is sure of a fortune. 
Time goes on, and backing and purchasers 
do not come to bis aid, and finally his in- 
genuity and labor go for nothing, or little 
better. His high notions of the worth of his 
discovery or improvement prevent bim from 
selling u for a fair price, and finally an im- 
provement on his idea comes out, and his 
parchment goes to waste in a pigeon-hole. 

The most sensible patentees are those who 
go out with their wares and sell county 
rights. Even if their inventions are the flimsiest 
sort of a concern, if they have push d en- 
ergy and the gift of gab they can erally 
clear several thousand dollars before the 
lead peters out. The patent officers are not 
judges of utility, but simply of novelty of 
construction, and no matter bow worthbiess a 
machine is, if it possesses any new points a 
patent cannot weil be refused. 
lustrated by relating u couple of instances in 
his own late experience. One individual ap- 
plied for a patent on a machine every point in 
which was covered by various other inven- 
tions. The agent informed tim of this, but he 
persisted, and finally, by a scratch, the patent 
was procured on a trivial difference. As he 
paid his fee the inventor said: All I 
wanted you to do was to procure the patent. 
You have done so, and now il show you that 
lcan make money out of it.“ And he did. 
The invention was quite indifferent when com- 
pared with other machines for like purposes, 
but the fellow was a rustier, and the first year 
be cleared $7,000 trom the sale of county 


ts. 

To show you bow other men have failed,” 
said the agent. I will tell you of anotaer case 
that came under my observation. In 1869 a 
gentioman: patented, through my office, a 
really meritorious cre concentrator. He 
thought that it was the only thing of the kind, 
and magnified its worth until. & year or two 
after he perfected it, he refusea $20,000 for bis 
patent. He did not manufacture the con- 
centrator, and gradually sank out of sight 
until last year, when Il was requested to find 
him. It was only by accident that I did so, 
and then his patent only had a year to run (che 
life of a patent is seventeen years). The 
gentieman who was interested in the mat- 
ter asked if the patent could be pur 
chased, and the inventor replied in 
the affirmative. His price was $5,000, 
which the would-be purchaser would not pay. 
They negotiated for some time, and the invent- 
or finally parted with his entire right, title, 
and interest for $100 in cash. He told me aft- 
erwards that during the first two years of his 
ownership he had refused any number of or- 
fers of between $10,000 and $20,000. That will 
show you the difference between patenieess 
One with a thing that was worth scarcely noth- 
ing made a handsome stake out of it, and an- 
Other with an articie of merit did not realize 
the cost of his patent. Many a man stumbies 

Over something new. and becomes so enthused 
‘that he pays something for getting it patented, 
and never regains the value of his investment 
and lost time. There are very few purely 
original patents issued now, the 
percentage of the 400 or 500 that being 
issued every week are simply improvements on 
lopg-standing machines. Sometimes the im- 
provements are valuabie, and sometimes they 
are merely siight changes that are not im- 
provements. It is the little things that bring in- 
ventors money. A popular toy or other nor- 
elty éosts little for construction, and if it takes 
well the profits are enormous, and usually 
away abead of those on big machines, which 
are patented generally asa matter for self- 
protection. Littie things of utility are equally 
as as toys, and for an instance of 
tnis I can cite agentieman of this city who 
bas made over $100,000 out of an improved 
sawtooth.” ~

nati Price Current, and says: 

Itis worthy of note, however, that this in- 
cludes 60,000,000 bushels for California, while the 
Secretary of the Agricultural Bureau of that 
State estimates it at only 40,000,000 bushels. 

The estimate for California by the Price Cur- 
rent was not 60,000,000 bushels, but 45,000,000. 
The report says: 

For California and Oregon we regard 60,000,000 
bushels asa fair estimate, although a larger 
quantity is talked of by Pacific Coast authorities. 
A crop of 45,000,000 bushels for California would 
represent sixteen bushels per acre on area re- 
ported by the Department of Agriculture; 15,000,- 
000 bushels for Oregon would represent seventeen 
bushels per acre. For ten years the average for 
California has been slightly above thirteen, and 
for Oregon seventeen and a half bushels per acre. 

The error into which Tyr Trreune fell was 
due to a mistake in the synopsis transmitted 
by the Associated Press relating to our esti- 
mates, which gave California alone credit for 
the production estimated for that State ana 
Oregon. ; C. B. MURRAY.

SEVENTY MILES BY KITE. 
A WEST VIRGINIAN’S pa Tack oe 
VLISE? ABOVE THE CLOUDS. 


Amos Evers Fools with a Giant Toy and Is 
Whisked Sky-High Across Seven Rivers 
and Two Ranges of the Alleghanies—He 


Is Up Seven Hours and Is Carried Seventy | 


Miles+-A Startling Story of # Most 
Thrilling Experience. 
ALPENA, W. Va., July 2.-——|New York Sun. 
Amos Evers of this village returned home yes-. 
terday after one of the most exciting ad- 
ventures that have ever fallen to any man in the 
United States, if not in the world, For tne last 
half-dozen years it has been the custom in the 
summer months for the boys and men in this 
vicinity to amuse themselves by making bure 
kites of stout oiled paper and flying them with 
thick cord. A worthless cur or a cat or two 
was usually attached to the tail or bobs.“ 
and great was the delight of the inhabitants 
when the frightened animai kicked and 


squirmed as the kite mounted into the clouds.. 


It was determined this year that all previous 
efforts in kite-making should be outdone, and 
tbree weeks ago work was begun on a monster 
affair. The dimensions will give an idea: Ex- 
treme hight, 9 feet 4 inches; width across 
the top, 4 feet 3 inches; width across the bot- 
tom, 2 feet: extreme width across the middle, 
5 feet 6 mehes. The framework was but 
ot tough hickory shaved thin, and staid with 
one-eighth-inch copper wire. A double thick- 
ness of heavy muslin was stretched on each 
side of the frame, and the place for fastening 
the flying cord was doubly braced with yellow 
pine scantiing a quarter inch thick. Into this 
was screwed a ring-bolt, which was clamped on 
the other side with an iron pin. The ring n- 
self was five inches in diameter, and capable of 
beartag four or tive hundred weight. The kite 
complete weighed ninety-six pounds. The 
tail was made of a sixteen-foot rope weighted 
with lead. Instead of the usual flyme cord 200 
yards of ciosely-wound manila rope, very 
light, but as strong asa double-link chain, 
were procured, and Thursday afternoon of last 
week the kite was pronounced complete and 
ready for a voyage in the air. 

Sam Weatherbee was the man who orig- 
inated the idea, and when everytbing was 
finished Sam called up the crowd to liquor at 
Bragg’s bar. The party consisted of Weather- 
bee, Amos Evers, Bill Oaks. or Blind Bill Oaks 
as he is better known, Ed Walton, and Spence 
Maynard. They drank pretty freely for more 
than an bour, and it was then proposed that a 
trial should be madeof the kite, to test its 
powers before the great fly came off the next 
morning. The wind was blowing pretty fresh 
from Smith’s Gorge, and, after one or two un- 
successful efforts, the buge frame caught the 
wind as three men ran with a rope duwna 
steep incline toward Laurel Fork. One of 
them carried the coilof rope over his shoul-. 
der, while the other two paid out the line. As 
the huge kite rosein the airit required the 
utmost strength of all three to bold it, and, 
finding this a dificult task, they took a half- 
turn around atree stump, and in that way 
gradually gave the kite more rope. until it 
was seventy-five yards in the air. 

Just then Evers came out of Bragg’s bar- 
room. He was very drunk, bit walked a fairly 
straight line. There's a drink waitin’ fur 
youse fellers,” said he, with a hiccouch. * Bet- 
ter git in thar and git it, an’ ——.”" Then, sud- 
denty espying the kite and the cord wrapped 
around the stump— “ Why, you've got her up, 
baint yer? Jes’ give me the end o' that rope. 
I'll hold her while you licker.”’ 

Notbing loath, the three men assented, and, 
after giving the rope another turn, gave up the 
siack end to Evers and went in to the bar. No 
sooner had they gone than Evers took one 
turn off the stump, and the rope began té run 
through and burn his hands. He braced him- 
self against a big stone and managed to get a 
loop over the stump againin such a manner as 
to form what sailors would calla couple of 
half hitches. This stepped any more rope 
from running out. .But Evers believed he 
could do better than that. Taking up the 
slack, he wrapped it around ana around bis 
body under the armpits, and made it 1ast in 
front of his chest in three or four tight flat 
knots. 

Kem out yere, Sam,” he cried. ‘* Kem out 
yere, till I larn ye how to fly a kite.“ 

This is what the party heard in the barroom, 
and they lounged toward the door with a 
laugh. As they reached the turesbold the 
laugh turned to a cry of amazement and 
horror. They saw Amos Evers stoop and pusb 
the rope off the stump altogether. In another 
instant they saw him whisked up into the air 
as though he had been a feather, instead of a 
man weighing 140 pounds. He was just about 
heavy enough to make the kite maintain its 
equilibrium. As he was jerked upward he 
gave vent to an unearthly yell. Then his com- 
panions faintly heard bim cry, ** Help! Help! 
For the Lord's sake, boys“ but they heard 
no more, for the unfortunate man was nearly 
a thousand feet above their heads They saw 
him kick and struggle and grasp the rope in 
front of him. Higher and higher he was borne, 
and fainter and fainter became his shrieks. 
In less than five minutes he was a mere strug- 
gig speck outlined against the blue sky. The 
kite was still visible, and was rising steadily. 
It must have been going at a terrific rate of 
speed, for poor Evers was stringing out behind 
like a pennant from a ship’s mast. In a few 
minutes more the outlines of bis form could 
no longer be seen, and at the expiration of fif- 
teen minutes from time the kite was let 
loose he had passed out of sigut. going in an 
easterly direction toward Rich Mountain, a

On the following morning ap 
in the direction the kite had tak 
turned at nightfall without any tid of the 
man who hap been so sirangely snatched 
away. Two days passed and nothing was beard 
ot Evers, Three days, four, five, six days, a 
week, and still notbing. 
ly conceded that the man had been lost, and 
consolation was offered to the widow in the 
shape of a small keg of whisky, a new “sled 
wagon, andamule. But yesterday moroing 
Amos Evers turned up as large as life. Two 
gentlemen accompanied him into the place, 
He sat down on a cracker barrel in the grocery, 
and told his story in a few words, and without 
any effort at selt-giorification. 

After I got jerked off my feet,“ he said, 
„J didn’t know where Iwas fora minnit, but 
when that rope began to tighten it knocked all 
the rum out o' my head. I guess I hollered 
some. Seems to mel wasawmile high afore 1 
tried to do anything. First (thought l'd cut 
the rope, but finding I was liable to drop too 
fur I concluded to hang on and see if I 
couldn't ketch a tree top; but I wuz a heap 
too high fur that. After a while I begin 
to lose my breath like, an’ then I con- 
cluded somethin’ had to be done, 80 
I begin climbin’ that rope with the idee of 
bustin’ a hole in the kite. Must a taken me 


‘five or six hours to climb twenty yards, ‘cos it 


was pitch dark, when I feels the kite a wabblin’ 
as though it had lost the bobs. I wur afraid 
to go any higher fur fear she would drop too 
suddint, so I slides back a little way, and then 
she got stidy agin. Finally I says to myself, 
* Better die quick and be done with it,“ and I 
starts toclimbagin. The old kite wabbled 
fearful. 1 felt that I wuz a goin’ down amazin’ 
fast. I felt myself swish through a dig but- 
tonwond, but I couldn't git no hand bold, so I 
kep’ on climbin’. Tne nearer 1 got to the kite 
the more she wabbied, and the more she wab- 
bled the further down she come. After a 
while sbe turns ker fummix, and I lands all in 
a heap alongside of a littie run, in a place whar 
I'd never been before. I wuz kind o“ foolish, 
I guess, fur I didn’t wake up till dayligbt, and 
didn't know what wuz wrong. I meets a lot of 
people, and these two gentiemen taze me up 
to their house and keep me for three or four 
days til: I get right again, and, after I gits on 
my feet, I have to stay a couple days more 
with some other gentiemen. Give us some 
cker!“ 

The place where Evers landed after bis won- 
derful flight through the air was Mill Brook, 
Hai psbire County, about seventy miles as the 
crow flies from Alpena. The gentiemen who 
first discovered bim were Henry G. Beeson and 
George Hackett, both of whom attest the find- 
ing of Evers in an insensible condition lying 
beside the huge kite. He was badly bruised 
and could not speak for several hours aiter 
being restored to consciousness. They nursed. 
him and then agreed to accompany bim to nis 
home, which they did. Evers in his terrible 
journey crossed seven rivers and two ranges 
of the Alleghany Mountains. He was suspend- 
ed in the air at least seven hours. |

PHILPOTS’ GREAT PICTURE. 
When a Man has steadily followed any pur 


suit for twenty years it is generally supposed 
that ifs has not already attended his 


efforts it will never come at all. Yet that was 


the period during which Alfred Philpote had 
pursued an artistic career without having ob- 
tained any recognition of bis talents, but be 
continued to paint with the most genuine be- 
lief in his ultimate success, His ambition ald 
not rise to impossible nichts, and be would 
have been satisfied if he had bad one picture 
accepted by the Academy and 
on the line; but, although he sent in 
several works every year, he had never suc- 
ceeded in getting any exhibited. Alfred was, 
of course, an amateur, but he was just aseager 
in following bis vocation as if his bread had 
depended on bis work. As he made less by h 

pictures tb 


him if he bad not possessed private means. 
Well, there is another way of looking at the 
matter, for, perhaps, if he had not enjoyed a 
snug income, hunger, that potent spur of 
genius, would have come to bis aid and made 
bim famous. He bad considerable natural 
qualifications for art, as be was a good colorist, 
and was not devoid of taste; but it is to de 
feared that be was occasionally disposed to 
dawdie, and when a good idea* occurred to 
bim, instead of striking it at white heat, he 
would wait ior some time in pleasurabie con- 
templation of its possibilities till the fervor 
of the moment of creauon had cooled. Dis- 
appeintment anc the world’s neg:ect bad not 
soured him, for he was still good-tempered, an 
agreeabie companion, and a favorit with both 
sexes. He bad some pretensions to good looks, 
wearing bis dark bair and beard after an 
artistic mode; and some of his friends alleged 
that much time, which might bave been more 
profitably spent by bim in the contempiation 
of Nature, was in looking ina big mir- 
ror that was fixed over manteishelf in his 
studio. Although be had bitherto failed to 
realize nis hopes, Philpots derived a 
good deal of . satisfacuon from art, in 
addition to the intrinsic pleasure, of nis 
occupation; among bis acquaintances 
he had, of course, some warm admirers, which 
was naturally a source of gratification to him: 
and then the greater part of every summer 
was spent by bim in wandering among the 
most picturesque scenery of Europe. An 
artist triend for many years had accompanied 
him on his summer travels. This friend had 
recently got married, and intended to spend 
the following summer with his wife among 
the Irish lakes. Philpots had proposed 
that he sbould accompany them, pay- 
ing his share of the expenses, but 
his friend did not seem to see it, 80 
Alfred was thrown on bis own resources. He 
wished to go to Scotland, but those of his 
friends who would bave liked to accompany 
him could not afford it, and those who could 
afford it had otaer projects of their own in 
view; 80 that, being of a sociabie nature and 
unwilling to go alone, he was stiil in town, 
though a considerable portion of summer had 
passed. Calling one day at the bouse of an 
elderly couple whom he knew, they told him 
that they bad just returned from the North, 
and had been staying for several weeks 
at the Hydropathic establishment of 
Glen Bannock. The oid gentieman said that 
the scenery of the district was unrivaled and 
his wife assured Philpots that she had never 
met more agreeable people than those who 
were staying in the house. The conversation 
at once suggested to Alfred a solution of his 
difficulty; be bad long wished to take a land- 
scape in the southern Higblanda, where Glen 
Bannock was situated, and by residing at the 
Hydropathio he would be saved from 
the possibility of ioneliness.

There was no special at- 
traction in tne view from-the window of his 
bedroom, so the second day after his arrival 
he asked the manager to show bim any.rooms 
that were disengaged of which the 
windows commanded the whole of the 
valley. He was at once conducted to 
several. They say.“ said the compiaisant 
manager, opening the door of a large bed- 
room, that the bonniest view o' the gien is to 
be had frae this window.” Aud they are 
rigut, excinimed Philpots enthusiastically, 
“they are indeed right. I will engage this 
room.“ Taking possession of bis studio, Phil- 
pots looxed forth upon the valiey. Through 
the open windows came the invigorating 
breath of the Highland mountains, ana 
stretching before him, till it was lost in the 
blue distance, lay one of the fairest sights ever 
revealed to man by nature. 

After his usual custom, Alfred spent several 
days in creams and meditation before begin- 
ning his work. Sometimes be pondered on the 
merite of his coming picture; for, being of an 
imagivative turn of mind, before be commenced 
to paint he not infrequently tried to realize 
what people would say of his work when it was 
fluished. Sometimes be lazily contemplated 
the landscape, or he would walk up and dowa 
his room, wenring a smoking cap, in a fit of 
abstraction, and generally with a cigar in his 
mouth. Smoking was strictiy prohibited in 
the Hydropathic, but because Alfred was not 
an invalid, or perhaps because be was an 
artist, or perhaps because be was paying for 
two rooms, a dispensation was granted to the 
studio by the resident physician, Dr. Me 
Tavish, who even came one night and enioyed 
a surreptitious weed with the occupant.
